Faniers at Court linnse on 
OriranliatI 

The Mason county court house waa 
well niled this afternoon In answer to 
a call for all tobacco growers of the 
county to hear representatives of the 
Kentucky Tobacco Growers and Deal- 
ers Protective Association. 

The meeting was called to order hy 
("ounly Agent Ceorge Kirk, who In a 
few words exiilaliied the workings of 
the Mason County Fiirni Diireaii and 
urged all farmers to heconie members 
of the bureau and llierehv prolit by 
this relationship as bad many other 
farmers of the county during the past 
months. He then introduced Senator 
Wood Vance, of Harren county, who 
spoke at some length explaining the 
purposes of the association he repre- 
sented. 

He explained that the tobacco buy- 
ers wore carefully organised and he 
urged upon the farmers that they too 
organize for the best Interests of tho 
industry in Kenliicky. He explained 
that the organl/ation proposed to look 
after the interests of the tobacco grow- 
ers and dealers at all times and that 
each county would have a separate or- 
ganization which would be a Demo- 
cratic body taking stands on various 
subjects as tho majority of the mem- 
hers would agree.

Boston, Mass. — ^"Use your head dur- 
ing the courtship and keep your affec- 
tions in abeyance.

Then he proceeded with his advice, 
saying that the courtship period 
should not extend over a year, "A year 
is long enough to decide upon tbe suit 
ability of a partner. When It runs over 
It is an abuse and a priest should be 
consulted. He Is an expert and knows 
all about such things, for the Catholic 
church baa been marrying couples for 
twenty centuries." 

A suitable partner, as outlined by 
Father White, "Is one who has sufli- 
clent health and strength. One who 
lias any infeotloiu disease is prohibit - 
eil marriage unUI he or she is cured. 

'People of the same education and 
position in life have tbe better chance 
for ahpplness In marriage," said F:i- 
thelr White, "and they should be of tlie 
same religion. For a Catholic to man y 
out of his religion is fraught with mi.^- 
ery and danger. 

. "Qood principles and a serious (li^<- 
positlon-are essentials In the life part- 
ner," the priest emphasized. 

"Don't marry a frivolous person," ho 
warned, "for nothing can be done with 
such. Don't try to take a person you 
have doubt about. The future is doubt- 
ful enough. Don't try to reform those 
who have had habits, it la accom- 
plished but rarely. Let them reform 
themselves.
